Board of Visitors'1Report. 


Some \veeks ago the Board of Visi 


tors, appointed by Judge C. F, Voorhc 
about one year ago, to visit and re 
port upon the character of the govern 
ment of our charitable and penal iu 
stitutions, filed their report with Clerk 
of the Court Gamble, and tlirougl 
oversight we have heretofore failed U 
mention, The report is well written 
but too lengthy for publication in full 
hence we give a synopsis of the same 
The board consisted of Dr, B. C 
Blackburn, Mrs. D, F* Denman, Mis 
W. D. Gibson, Mrs, J. C Campbell 
and Col. K J. Pocock. 
Three visits 


were made to the Infirmary during 
the year, and at the last visit, Mrs. 
Campbell and Mrs. Gibson having re* 
moved from the county, Mrs. G. G. 
Riclgley and Mrs. E, J, Pocock visited 
in their place. 
In the report of the 


Infirmary a cliscription of the farm 
and buildings is given, 


Speaking of the building for insane 


persons, which is Separated from thff 
main building, the report says in each 
of the departments—male and female 


•"is a cell where violent ami ungov 


ernablo insane are placed, and we as 
a committee beg leave to say that in 
this part of the building a great im- 
provement could be made, viz: That 
three more cells in each department 


DC built, with lattice doors, so that 
during cold weather the insane could 
have plenty ol light and heat without 
any danger of fire, so that the very 
unfortunate affair of the burning to 
leath of the insane 
man, George 


Root, last January, will not be repeat 
ed,' The burning of this insane per- 
son was no fault of the Superintendent 
jut the construction of the building. 
We also recommend the lattice work 
jetween sitting and sleeping rooms be 
•emovecl, and a solid wall be made in 
ts stead." 
They also suggest that 


jetter heating apparatus be furnished, 
The buildings were clean and well 
pared for, the inmates well clothed 
and healthy and contented, attd all 


!speak well ol Mr, and Mrs. Riche- 
pon." 


The report further suggests that 


>ath rooms be constructed, mats be 
urnished inmates who can not walk, 
;o sit upon, and easy chairs for the 
aged and infirm, 


These suggestions are commenda- 


)le. Speaking of the management, 
he report says they "can say notlii'hfc 
nit words of praise for Mr. and Mrs, 
Jicheson and their family, 
We feel 


hat, the Infirmary will compare very 
avorably with any like institution in 
he State, Its success and prosperity 
s due very greatly them, We find 
hat they enter very heartily into their 
vork, and show much good judgment 
n their care of the inmates, We fed 
hat if our tax payeis would investi- 
;atc carefully, they would not com- 
plain of how the poor fund was ex- 
icncled at the Infirmary.1' 


Attention is called to the law com- 
elling counties to provide for a 
Children's home, which takes effect 
anuary ist, Thanks are extended 
or kind treatment to Mr. and Mrs, 
lichcson and to Infirmary Director 
Jalviu Skinner, 


Ot the. county jail they suggest 
that a female department, wholly 
eparate from, the male, be arranged' 
\lso that a department for criminals 
or lesser offenses be arranged, so that 
hose hardened in crime will not have 
xccess to them, That the cells be so 
xrranged that more air and light can 
jet into them. The jail is kept in 
;ood 
condition, both as 
regards 


cleanliness and order." 


Of the city prison they say it is not 


n good condition, and requires the 
application of a broom and scrubbing 
jrush, The report closes by earnestly 
irging "our citizens to look carefully 
nto our public affairs, and show a 
villingness to aid all well cared for 
and charitable institutions, to be earn- 
est in suppressing crime and aiding 
the poor, and help to make 
life 


pleasanter."

Sunday Graphic, published at Kansas 
City, Mo, m which » chronicled the 
very flattering success of* former well- 
known Coshocton boy, Judge Charles 
M, Ingraham, a son of our well-known 
citi/cn, I)i. J. B, Ingraham. 


'I'hc paper gives a sketch of Judge 


In graham'a life, from which we lenrn 
that he was born in Coshocton twen- 
ty-eight years ago, that he graduated 
from Kenyon College with high hon- 
ors in 1874, that he then read law 
with the late Judge Sample until 1875, 
when he entered the law department 
of the Iowa University, from which 
he graduated In 1877, lie located 
in Burlington, Iowa, where he enjoyed 
a lucrative law practice in partnership 
with Judge Smythe, until 1880, when 
he located in Kansas City.

Graphic we now excerpt. 


Since his arrival in Kansas City he 


has taken an active part in politics, 
and was nominated by the Democrat- 
ic party last Spring as their candidate 
for Judge of the Municipal Court, 
against (Jcorge R Jonas, the Repub- 
lican nominee, whom he defeated in a 
closely contested election by a small 
majority. 


Although Judge Ingraham is per- 


haps the youngest judge in Missouri, 
he has a decidedly analytic mind, is 
unusually well informed for a man of 
his years, and has discharged the 
duties of his office, thus far, not only 
with honor to himself, but with mark- 
ed credit to the city. 


J Jis name has recently boon brought 


into prominence inconsequence of his 
decision in a case tried before him be- 
tween the State of Missouri and Hrum, 
Meissner ct al., proprietors of barbel 
shops in this city, for keeping open 
their establishments on Sunday in vio 
lation of the Sunday law 
Judge 


Ingraham decided that the defendants 
had not violated the Sunday law, 
since the keeping open of barber 
shops on Sunday was a necessity, and 
consequently they were an exception 
to the law. Judge Ingraham's de- 
cision has called out 
considerable 


comment and it is very evident that 
the Legislature has left considerable 
latitude for the determination of what 
business may be regarded as a neces- 
sity, and kept open on Sunday.
